Conflicting polls make it too close to call 


*WILMINGTON- TEWKS- 
BURY - Next Tuesday’s elec- 
tion for U.S. Senate is any- 
thing but boring as the candi- 
dates run down the home 
Stretch. Attorney General 
Martha Coakley, State 
Sénator Scott Brown, and 
biisinessman Joe Kennedy all 
want your vote. The race has 
gained national attention, as 
the winner would be a crucial 
vote in the controversial 
health insurance bill on 
Capitol Hill. The race heated 
up in recent weeks following 
the primary with three candi- 
dates and the final debate 
Monday night, after which 
the first negative ad of the 
campaign was released, from 
Coakley. Conflicting polls 
show the race from a dead 
heat among the major party 
frontrunners to a 15-point 
lead by Coakley. The Crier 
called the campaigns this 
week to obtain their com- 
ments about how their candi- 


dates will best serve 
‘Tewksbury and Wilmington in 
the Senate. 

In recent elections 
Tewksbury and Wilmington 
tend to support more conserv- 
ative candidates, but in this 
race, residents best know 
Martha Coakley as she was 
the Middlesex _ District 
Attorney for eight years 
before winning the Attorney 
General seat in 2006. The 
first to declare her candidacy 
after Senator Ted Kennedy 
passed away, Coakley has 
worked hard to be perceived 
as the most like the states- 
man. Among the issues she 
supports are the Senate 
health care plan, criminal tri- 
als for terrorist suspects (ver- 
sus military tribunals), and 
raising taxes on the top two 
percent of income earners; or 
those that make more than 
$250,000 a year.

lights and complexities to 
crossing it. There are not cur- 
rently any SPUIs_ in 
Massachusetts. 

Hamilton added that access 
to local Wilmington neighbor- 
hoods from the new inter- 
change is “off the table” 
mainly because there is a 
major wetland between the 
proposed location and 
Wilmington streets. “That is 
not even being explored,” said 
Hamilton. 

However, access to the west 
side of the highway, and 
Tewksbury’s rural South 
Street is something the towns 
and planning agencies are 
grappling over with Federal 
Highway. Hamilton reiterated 
that the towns have agreed to 
work together to ensure that 
none will have to accept a 
plan that disadvantages one 
town. 


“We don’t want to force 
Tewksbury to accept some- 
thing that clearly would be a 
problem for them,” said 
Hamilton. 

“We're in it together and we 
need to work together on 
this,” said Selectman Mike 
McCoy. “We want to make 
sure we are taking care of 
residents in Andover and 
‘Tewksbury, not just

Rosa at the top

When you think about hock- 
ey goalies, you think of some- 
one who has taken pucks off 
his chest since he was a little 
boy, and someone who ‘beats 
to a different drum’. But 
when it comes to Zach Rosa, 
his background is totally dif- 
ferent, and so is his style of 
play both physically and men- 
tally.

He has posted four shut outs 
this season and given up 
seven goals in ten games, 
Now a senior, Rosa never 
even thought about coming 
up with ways to stop the bis- 
cuit back when he was in 


recess, 

‘I’ve only been playing 
since I was 12 years old, so I 
just try to base my game on 
my athleticism, because I 
think I still have a lot to learn 
technically,” he said after 
Monday’s practice. “I skated 
with crates when I was 12 
years old and then they just 
threw me in the net.” 

Usually goalies are pretty 
whacky in the net. They’ll 
bang their head and chest a 
few hundred times, smash 
their stick all over the place, 
and have their really weird 
rituals before, during and 
after games. Rosa really 
doesn’t fall into the whacky 
category. 

“I think one of the things 
that makes Zach a good 
goalie is he lets things go,” 
said head coach Steve 
Scanlon.

Wildcats now 10-0-0

For the 13th time in the 
past 15 years, the 
Wilmington High School 
Boys Hockey team qualified 
for the Division 2 North 
Sectional tournament. The 
Wildcats qualified in the 
earliest day possible after 
defeating North Reading, 6- 
2, and North Andover, 43, 
this past week to improve to 
10-0-0 on the season. 

The two-time Cape Ann 
League champions 
advanced to the second 
round of last year’s tourna- 
ment losing to neighbor 
Tewksbury, after winning 
the sectional championship 
and advancing to the 
Division 2 State 
Championship game the 
year before. 

Wilmington has a com- 
bined record of 42-7-7 dating 
back to the beginning of the 
2007-'08 season. 

“I’m surprised a little bit 
(of the 10-0-0 start) because 
we are still not playing three 
full periods,” said head 
coach Steve Scanlon. “We 
did it against Newburyport, 
but the other night we had a 
great first period and then 
we faded as the game wore 
on, We play two good peri- 
ods, a first and a third or we 
just play a good second peri- 
od. So it’s been a little bit of 
inconsistency.” 

On Saturday the inconsis- 
tent play was evident. After 


dominating North Andover 
to a tune of outshooting 
them 15-1 in the first period, 
the Wildcats constantly took 
two steps back before two 
steps forward. Wilmington 
went up 3-1 five minutes into 
the third period, before 
allowing North Andover to 
tie the game up with two 
goals in 20 seconds. Then 
midway through the third, 
Jared Ravagni scored the 
game winner on a rebound, 
and Wilmington prevailed 
once again. 

“We came out like gang- 
busters and we outshot them 
15-1 in the first period and it 
ended 1-1 as both teams 
traded power play goals,” 
said Scanlon. “That was a 
little disappointing to out- 
shoot them 15-1 and be in a 
1-1 tie. 

“We were able to pull away 
with a 3-1 lead early in the 
third period and then we 
had two bad defensive 
breakdowns and they scored 
two goals in a 20-second 
span and on one of the 
goals, no lie, all five of our 
guys were on one side of the 
ice in our own end, and the 
puck got sent across and the 
kid was all alone and scored 
to tie the game back up at 3- 
3. 


“After Jared’s goal we 
were able to starve them off 
but they are a spunky team. 
They have a good first line 
and the kid in the net makes 
the saves but there’s a lot of 


rebounds there and we 
couldn’t put them away. You 
have to go into that danger- 
ous area and get a stick on 
those rebounds.” 

That Scanlon said, the lack 
of being tough in front of the 
net, is hurting the Wildcats 
chances of pulling away 
from teams earlier in 
games. 

“Obviously we are thrilled 
to be 10-0-0 but now everyone 
is coming for you as we are 
playing teams for the sec- 
ond time. North Andover is 
a tough little team and to 
beat them three times in one 
season is not going to be 
easy that’s for sure. 

“I'd still like to see some 
more firepower from our 
forwards. We should have a 
lot of kids with multiple 
goals right now and we 
don’t. Imean Danny 
(Cushing) is a good player 
but you can’t rely on your 
top defenseman to lead the 
way offensively every single 
night.” 

Trailing 1-0 in the first 
period, Cushing tied the 
game up on a power play 
goal on a set up by freshman 
Cam Owens, who was filling 
in for his brother Andy, who 
was out sick. Cam Owens 
then gave Wilmington a 2-1 
lead on a power play tally 
early in the second period 
on helpers from Brian 
Hurley and Ed Barrasso. 
Cushing made it 3-1 as 
Owens finished off his three- 


point night with an assist, 
before North Andover 
scored those two goals in the 
20 seconds making it a 
brand new 3-3 game. 

Then with 7:20 left in the 
game, Jeff Harris put a shot 
on net and Ravagni was 
there to put home the 
rebound, and the Wildcats 
were able to hold off the 
pesky Scarlet Knights and 
come away with the 4-3 vic- 
tory. 

Last Wednesday 
Wilmington defeated North 
Reading 6-2 at home. 

“We stormed out to a 40 
lead, then we kind of 
relaxed and then the refer- 
ees started making all of 
these calls and it was just 
phantom call after phantom 
call,” said Scanlon. “But the 
good thing about is we got to 
open the bench up and 
everyone got a chance to 
play, and we ended up scor- 
ing a couple of more goals 
later on and we got the win.” 

Kyle Creedon and Ravagni 
led the way with two goals 
each, and Cushing and Liam 
Gately had the others. 
Gately also had two assists, 
while, John Malone, Colin 
Foley, Chuck Barbaro, 
Brian Hurley, Harris, 
Cushing and Tom Quilty had 
one each. 

Wilmington is back in 
action on Saturday night 
with a road game againsf 
Triton Regional.

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was injured. After Cabral 
graduated, Rosa took over 
as the full-time goalie last 
year. He posted a 14-3-3 over- 
all record, including six shut 
outs, a state tournament vic- 
tory, had a. goals against 
average around 1.30 and was 
named to the Cape Ann 
League’s All-Conference 
squad. 

A year later, after a great 
showing with four current 
teammates at HNIB, Rosa 
has picked up right where 
he left off. He is 10-0 as a 
starter and has given up just 
seven goals this season, and 
four through the team’s first 
nine games. 

“Zach has been great for 
us for two years and really 
has been a good goalie for 
us,” said Scanlon. “He’s not 
the classic flopper (style 
goaltender), He’s more of a 
stand-up goalie who has 
great control of his 
rebounds. He’s been a big 
part of our success, he’s 
been playing great all sea- 
son and hopefully he and the 
team can keep things 
going.” 

Entering last season, 
Scanlon said that he had a 
lot of confidence that Rosa 
could replace Cabral and 
the team wouldn’t miss a 
beat. When the regular sea- 
son ended, even Scanlon 
admitted that he knew Rosa 
would be good, but “not this 


good.” Now a year later, the 
veteran coach said that the 
help over the summer cer- 
tainly has helped him. 

“He always looked good so 
I thought he’d be a good 
goalie for us last year,” said 
Scanlon. “As long as you put 
a good defense in front of 
him, he’s going to be good. 
He'll make the initial stop 
and I’d say that he’s better 
at controlling rebounds. He 
wasn’t bad at it, but he’s 
just even better at it now.” 

Rosa said that he has 
worked on his rebound con- 
trol, but also admits that 
having such a great core of 
defensemen in front of him, 
including Danny Cushing 
and Brian Hurley, who also 
played in the HNIB tourna- 
ment, makes it that much 
easier. 

“They have been awe- 
some,” he said of his bluelin- 
ers. “We have some big boys 
back there. Hurley has 
stepped up big so has Chuck 
Barbaro who is switching 
off with Tom Quilty, and all 
(of the defensemen) have 
just gotten so much stronger 
and have put in the time to 
improve in the off-season. 
We have no let down. As 
good as Cushing is, we can 
have Hurley on the ice and 
there’s no let down, and 
then we have Malone, 
Charles and Quilty as well.” 

Through the ten games 


this season, Wilmington has 
given up one or less goals in 
all but two games. One of 
those contests came against 
North Reading (6-2 final) 
after Wilmington jumped 
out to a 5-0 lead and Rosa 
was pulled, and the second 
came on Saturday a 4-3 win 
over North Andover. But 
besides that small bump in 
the road, Rosa and the 
team’s defense has been 
incredible all season long. 

“We have a good team with 
a lot of seniors, so we are 
doing better than I thought 
having these ten wins,” he 
said. “We’ve been just play- 
ing as a team and we 
haven’t had any let downs 
defensively. We just haven’t 
had any breakdowns as a 
team. I mean we have great 
chemistry and that helps a 
lot.” 

After posting 14 wins a 
year ago and returning most 
of the line-up, Rosa was 
asked what kind of pressure 
was put on the team. 

“We knew all along that we 
had a good senior class of 
players, so we knew there 
would be pressure on us, 
especially after winning the 
league the last (two years),” 
he said.

, dred pairs—totaling one thou- 
sand shoes—in December. 

Soper checked the boxes 
regularly and collected the 
donated shoes. Together with 
his friend Timothy Maguire, 
who is a_ resident of 
Burlington and his classmate 
at St. Charles, the shoes were 
prepared for shipping. 

Before the task was under- 
taken, Soper’s parents made a 
deal with him that if he could 
realize his goal, they would 
pay the freight costs. The 
shoes will be sent to a village 
in Rwanda for distribution. 

The Sopers are involved with 
a non-profit initiative in 
Rwanda called Hope for a 
Thousand Hills

boxes would be sent back). 
Those names are then sent to 
two other organizations. “We 
can’t handle every troop,” 
Geary admitted. 

Geary is in contact with 
the troops via e-mail and 
relayed a story about a suicide 
bomber who walked into a 
town and sacrificed himself. 
The local hospital be-came 
overrun with children and an 
e-mail was sent out seeking 
children’s clothing and dia- 
pers. In 10 days H.O.T. deliv- 
ered 35 bundles, and every- 
thing was brand new. 

“People are very conscious 
of the troops,” Geary replied. 
In speaking of his fellow: vet- 
erans he said, “Having been 
there, we remember what it’s 
like.” 

It’s not all good times, but 
even when the organization 
runs short on funds, people 
come to bail them out. Geary 
relayed another story, this one 
involving a Wakefield woman 
who, after hearing the group 
was short the $2,000 needed to 
ship the boxes out, asked to 
help. When Geary told her 
they were short the entire 
amount, he received a check 
from that woman for $2,000. 

While in the past, the mail 
system was quite flawed, to- 
day troops are able to express 
their needs via e-mail. That 
helps Geary and his volun- 
teers decide what they need to 
collect. The Wood End in 
Reading recently gave a 
ziplocked bag full of items and 
there was a nice turnout by 
the Stoneham High School. 
Burlington High has “Treats 
for Troops” and schools in 
Malden and Stone-ham also 
supply necessary items. 

Along with schools, stores 
in Danvers, Tewksbury and 
Stoneham donate and banks 
in Melrose and Stoneham 
have drop-off boxes. 

One special thing done in 
Stoneham involves the Fire 
Department. They requested 
and were granted permission 
to wear red shirts on Fridays 
(instead of the traditional 
blue) for the troops. The fire- 
fighters give $5 for each 
shirt. Three of those firefight- 
ers have served with another 
going back. 

Police in Medford sent 
$1,000, while the towns of 
Woburn and North Reading 
gave good donations,
